To  His  Excellency^  Charles  S.  Deneen,  Oovernor  of  the  State  of 
Illinois, 

Sir — In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  20,  1893, 
creating  the  Insurance  Department  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  direct- 
ing the  Insurance  Superintendent  to  make  report  annually  to  the 
Governor  of  the  affairs  of  such  department  this.  Part  I  of  the  Twelfth 
Annual  Report  since  the  creation  of  a  separate  insurance  department, 
is  herewith  respectfully  submitted,  being  the  37th  annual  report  on  the 
subject  of  insurance  issued  in  this  State.  This  report  covers  the 
transactions  of  the  department  for  the  calendar  year  1904. 

Following  the  method  of  previous  years,  which  was  adopted  for 
reasons  of  convenience,  this  report  is  issued  in  two  parts.  Part  I  deal- 
ing with  matters  pertaining  to  fire,  marine  and  inland  navigation  in- 
surance, and  the  companies  transacting  this  class  of  business,  and 
Part  II  dealing  with  life,  assessment  life,  fraternal  societies  and  cas- 
ualty companies  and  matters  pertaining  to  these  several  classes  of 
business.

Herein  are  included  abstracts  of  the  annual  statements  of  the  com- 
panies doing  fire,  marine  and  inland  navigation  insurance  made  to 
the  department  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 1904,  and  which  at 
this  date  are  licensed  to  cany  on  their  business  in  this  State.  They 
exhibit  a  detailed  showing  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  respective 
companies.  Statistical  tables  compiled  from  such  statements  are 
also  included.  They  show  in  form  convenient  for  comparison  or  for 
statistical  purposes  the  information  contained  in  the  statements  in 
respect  to  the  condition  of  the  respective  companies,  the  business 
transacted  and  the  results  experienced  by  them  during  the  year. 

In  separate  tables  are  likewise  shown  herein  the  financial  condition 
and  business  of  the  various  district,  county  and  township  mutual  fire 
insurance  companies  and  the  district  and  county  wind  storm,  cyclone 
and  tornado  insurance  companies  which  do  a  local  business  only. 
These  tables  are  compiled  from  the  annual  statements  of  the  com- 
panies to  the  department.

The  Scottish  National  Insurance  company  of  Chicago,  with  a  cap- 
ital of  $100,000.00,  has  ceased  doing  business  since  the  date  of  the 
last  report  of  this  department.  Its  risks  were  re-insured  in  the  In- 
surance Company  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

The  Blackhawk  Insurance  company  of  Freeport,  111.,  was  incorpor- 
ated under  the  act  of  March  11,  1869,  with  a  capital  stock  of 
$200,000.00,  Nov.  29,  1904.  Upon  examination  as  required  by  the 
statute,  it  was  found  to  have  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the 
law  and  was  authorized  to  commence  business.  On  December  31st, 
following,  it  consolidated  with  the  German  Insurance  Co.  of  Freeport, 
under  the  latter  name.  No  statement  of  the  company,  therefore,  ap- 
pears in  this  report.

GENERAL    REMARKS. 

The  heavy  losses  sustained  by  the  companies  in  the  disastrous  Balti- 
more conflagration,  and  the  several  conflagrations  of  less  magnitude 
which  followed  it,  very  seriously  affected  the  expected  underwriting 
profits  for  1904.  Conflagrations  of  this  character  which  destroy  prop- 
erty of  vast  value  in  a  single  fire  and  entail  millions  of  dollars  of  losses 
on  the  companies  in  a  single  day  .demonstrate  that  it  is  as  unwise  to  pred- 
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icate  the  profits  of  underwiting  on  the  experience  of  one  or  two  years 
as  it  is  to  predicate  the  profits  of  a  company  on  its  experience  in  one 
or  two  states.  A  safe  and  reliable  conclusion  as  to  the  profits  or  gen- 
eral results  of  the  business  of  fire  insurance  can  only  be  deduced  from 
the  experience  of  companies  covering  the  entire  field  of  their  opera- 
tions and  for  a  series  of  years  of  suflScient  length  to  include  features 
of  this  character,  which  the  history  of  the  business  shows,  are  to  be 
expected.  The  officials,  managers  and  rate  makers,  the  builders  of 
companies,  are  recognizing,  and  have  recognized  this  principle,  and  it 
was  due  in  large  part  to  their  wisdom  in  so  doing,  that  the  companies 
were  able  to  continue  under  the  heavy  losses  of  1904,  with  surpluses 
which  enabled  them  to  protect  their  policy  holders,  and  with  but  two 
or  three  of  their  number  fallen  by  the  way.  This  is  a  principle  which 
should  not  be  lost  sight  of  either  by  state  departments  which  super- 
vise the  companies  or  by  legislatures  which  enact  laws  for  their  gov- 
ernment. 

The  sharp  contrast  between  the  experience  of  the  companies  in  1903 
and  that  in  1904  during  which  the  several  large  conflagrations  occurred 
shows  the  falsity  of  measuring  the  profits  of  the'  business  by  the  re- 
sult of  a  single  year.  The  combined  figures  from  the  statements  of 
all  the  companies  reporting  to  this  department  show  that  while  in 
1903  the  companies  paid  losses  equaling  38  cents  on  each  $100  of 
risks  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year,  yet  in  1904  the  losses 
paid,  during  that  year  equaled  48  cents  on  each  $100  of  risks 
in  force.  A  corresponding  variance  is  found  in  the  ratio  of 
losses  paid  to  premiums  received.  In  1903  the  losses  paid  equalled 
49  cents  on  each  one  dollar  of  premiums  received,  while  in  1904  they 
equaled  60  cents.  During  1904  the  premiums  received  by  all  companies 
were  eight  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  premiums  received  in  1903  but 
the  losses  paid  during  the  year  were  34  per  cent  greater  than  the 
amount  paid  in  1903. 

The  aggregate  capital  of  the  companies  included  in  this 
report  is  $3,604,700.00  in  excess  of  the  corresponding  item 
shown  in  last  year's  report.  The  amount  of  total  admitted  assets 
shows  an  increase  of  $21,892,113.20,  and  the  total  surplus  of  assets 
over  all  liabilities  an  increase  of  $4,427,055.98.  The  excess  of  re- 
ceipts over  disbursements  of  all  companies  during  1904  was  $13,- 
841,470.89,  as  against  $34,421,054.53  in  1903.  In  this  connection 
it  is  to  be  noted  that  the  number  of  companies  included  in  the 
showing  for  1904  is  one  more  than  the  number  included  in  the 
last  report.  The  net  surplus  of  all  joint  stock  and  foreign  companies 
was  in  the  last  report  shown  to  be  168.50  per  cent  of  capital,  while 
this  year  It  is  shown  to  be  165.62  per  cent  of  capital.  The  total  in- 
come of  all  the  joint  stock,  foreign  and  mutual  companies  doing  a  gen- 
eral business  was  $241,616,449.65  in  1904  of  which  $224,868,212.17 
was  received  for  premiums.  Of  this  amount  they  expended  for  losses 
56.55  per  cent  of  total  income  or  60.76  per  cent  of  total  premiums;  for 
expenses  33.81  per  cent  of  total  income  or  36.33  per  cent  of  premiums; 
for  dividends  to  stockholders  of  stock  companies  and  policy  holders  of 
mutual  companies  3.91  per  cent  of  total  income  or  4.20  per  cent  of 
premiums.

The  above  figures  and  percentages  are  based  on  the  combined  fig- 
ures of  both  fire  and' marine  business.  Dividiends  are  excluded  in 
computing  expenses  and  commissions  are  included. 

The  insurance  reported  written  in  this  State  in  1904  was  $44,693,- 
546.46  in  excess  of  that  reported  written  in  1903.  The  total  amount 
of  premiums  received  on  business  in  this  State  is  shown  to  be  $819,- 
107.23  greater  than  last  year,  the  losses  incurred  were  $685,608.58 
greater  than  those  of  1903.  Computing  the  expenses  of  conducting  the 
business  at  33  per  cent  of  premiums  received,  there  is  shown  to  have 
been  an  apparent  profit  to  the  companies  on  their  business  in  this 
State  in  1904  of  $3,504,454.25.  The  profit  on  the  same  basis  shown 
on  the  business  of  1903  was  $3,641,260.04.  The  average  premium 
rate  charge  on  the  fire  business  in  this  State  last  year  was  $1.27  on 
each  $100  of  risks  written.  In  1903  it  was  $1.27.  The  ratio  of  losses 
incurred  was  59  cents  on  each  $100  of  risks  written  and  47  cents  on 
each  $100  of  premiums  received.  The  corresponding  ratios  were  59 
cents  and  46  cents  respectively  for  1902.

SUITS. 

The  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  in  both  the  man- 
damus and  injunction  proceedings  involving  the  validity  of  the  char- 
ter under  which  the  Continental  Insurance  company  of  Chicago  was 
operating  were  fully  set  forth  in  the  last  report  of  the  department. 
These  decisions  sustained  the  contention  of  the  department  that  the 
company  by  non  user  for  a  series  of  years  had  suffered  cause  of  for- 
feiture of  its  franchise.  Since  that  date  the  company  has  carried  the 
cases  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  where  they  are  now 
pending. 
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A  similar  instance  of  the  attempted  revival  of  an  old  special  char- 
ter, which  had  long  lain  in  disuse,  for  the  purpose  of  exploiting  a 
company  occurred  during  the  past  year.  Certain  parties  procured  a 
charter  granted  many  years  ago  by  the  legislature  and  after  change 
of  name  to  the  Illinois  Central  Fire  Insurance  company  undertook  to 
do  business  with  an  advertised  capital  of  $150,000  invested  in  corpor- 
ation stocks.  The  department  held  that  the  charter  had  been  for- 
feited by  non  user,  and  upon  investigation  found  also  that  the  stocks 
held  by  it  and  advertised  as  assets  were  not  only  absolutely  worth- 
less, but  fraudulent.  Accordingly  proceedings  were  instituted  against 
it  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook  county.  An  injunction  was  obtained 
against  the  further  transaction '  of  business  by  the  company  and  a 
receiver  for  it  was  appointed. 

During  the  past  year,  the  department,  in  the  prosecution  of  com- 
panies and  agents  for  violation  of  the  insurance  laws  of  this  State  has 
secured  a  decision  from  the  Supreme  Court,  of  great  importance  in 
the  interests  of  legitimate  insurance  and  the  insuring  public.  For 
some  years  the  practice  has  been  resorted  to  of  establishing  in  this 
State  the  home  office,  headquarters  or  general  agencies  of  companies 
incorporated  elsewhere  and  not  authorized  to  do  business  in  this 
State  and  usually  not  authorized  to  do  business  anywhere.  In  the 
hope  of  escaping  punishment  for  violating  the  laws  of  Illinois,  the 
representatives  of  these  concerns,  refrained  from  writing  policies  on 
property  in  this  State,  and  wrote  only  on  property  in  other  states. 
The  companies  thus  operating  were  as  a  rule,  worthless,  fraudulent 
or  mythical  concerns,  which  had  not  the  financial  standing  or  ability 
to  comply  with  the  laws  of  any  state.  They  were  without  substantial 
assets,  did  not  pay  losses  and  preyed  upon  their  victims  from  one 
end  of  the  country  to  the  other.  They  depended  upon  the  fact  of 
their  not  writing  on  property  in  Illinois  to  escape  punishment.  They 
advertised  large  amounts  of  fradulent  stocks  of  all  kinds  to  dupe 
agents  and  insurers  all  over  the  country.  More  than  three  years  ago 
the  Insurance  Department  of  Illinois  determined  to  rid  the  State  of 
these  frauds,  which  were  taking  hundred  of  thousands  of  dollars  out 
of  innocent  people  without  any  consideration  whatever.  The  conten- 
tion of  the  department  was  that  even  though  policies  were  not  writ- 
ten on  property  located  in  this  State,  nevertheless  the  operations  as 
carried  on  constituted  the  transaction  of  business  in  this  State  in  vio- 
lation of  the  provisions  of  our  laws.  Conditions  were  adverse  and 
there  were  no  decisions  of  importance  in  any  state  to  justify  the  ac- 
tion.  A  bill  in  Chancery  was  brought  in  the  Circuit  Court  against 
about  20  companies,  having  their  headquarters  and  transacting  all 
their  business  in  Chicago.  A  large  number  of  agents  and  promoters 
of  this  fake  insurance  were  also  included  in  this  bill.  After  a  long 
contest  Judge  Baker,  now  of  the  Appellate  Court,  sustained  the  bill 
and  granted  an  injunction.  This  decision  was  afterwards  affirmed  by 
the  Appellate  and  Supreme  Courts  of  the  State,  sustaining  the  con- 
tention of  the  department.  The  importance  of  the  result  of  this  liti- 
gation  can  hardly  be  overestimated  in  the  power  given  to  the  depart- 
ment to  check  the  operations  of  irresponsible  insurance  concerns. 

— B    I 
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The  department  knowing  its  inability  to  handle  these  concerns  un- 
til a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  was  obtained  urged  the  United 
States  authorities,  at  various  times  during  the  past  three  years,  to 
prosecute  for  fraudulent  use  of  the  mails  for  insurance  purposes.  A 
little  over  a  year  ago  the  Government  undertook  this  work  and  the 
department  agreed  to  assist  in  every  way  possible.  The  department 
has  assisted  in  the  obtaining  of  evidence  and  in  conducting  investi- 
gations, and  has  conducted  a  large  amount  of  correspondence.  This 
work  has  resulted  in  the  finding  and  imprisoning  of  four  men  who 
had  conducted  a  fradulent  fire  insurance  business  on  a  large  scale  for 
some  years. 

The  work  of  the  department's  legal  and  examining  force  has  ac- 
complishedjvery  desirable  results.  As  near  as  can  be  estimated  dur- 
ing three  years  past  fifty  irresponsible  and  fradulent  insurance  con- 
cerns have  been  put  out  of  business,  and  the  fire  insurance  is  on  a 
better  basis  than  it  has  been  for  many  years.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
other  departments  will  carefully  scrutinize  these  concerns  that  have 
been  moving  from  our  borders,  into  neighboring  and  distant  states. 

By  the  additional  enactment  of  such  legislation  as  has  been  recom- 
mended, and  is  now  under  consideration  by  the  General  Assembly 
concerning  the  regulation  and  supervison  of  surplus  line  companies 
and  Lloyds  it  is  believed  that  the  business  of  insurance  as  carried  on 
in  this  State  can  be  maintained  at  a  high  standard  of  solvency  and 
reliability. 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  above  referred  to, 
is  considered  to  be  of  sufficient  general  importance  to  warrant  its 
being  here  set  forth  in  full,  it  is  as  follows: 

"Appellee,  Henry  Yates,  as  Insurance  Superintendent  for  the  State,  filed  a 
bill  to  enjoin  20  foreig'n  fire  insurance  companies,  and  33  individuals  who  were 
acting"  as  ag'ents  for  such  companies,  from  transacting*  any  business  of  fire 
Insurance  in  this  State  without  first  complying*  with  the  laws  of  the  State 
relative  to  fire  insurance. 

"The  principal  alleg'ations  of  the  amended  bill  are,  that  each  of  the  defend- 
ant corporations  is  eng'ag'ed  in  the  business  of  fire  insurance  and  maintains 
an  office  for  the  transacting  of  such  business  in  the  city  of  Chicago;  that  no 
one  of  said  corporations  has  complied  with  the  insurance  laws  of  the  State, 
and  particularly  the  act  of  March  11,  1869,  and  the  amendments  thereto,  and 
the  act  of  July  1,  1879,  or  with  either  or  any  of  such  acts,  an  no  one  of  them 
has  been  licensed  to  do  business  in  this  State;  that  each  of  said  corporations 
at  its  office  in  Chicago,  through  its  said  agents,  does  everything  in  the  way 
of  fire  insurance  other  than  to  insure  property  situated  in  this  State;  that 
this  manner  of  doing  business  is  a  trick  and  device  to  evade  the  insurance 
laws  of  this  State  and  all  other  states,  and  is  illegal;  that  each  of  said  cor- 
porations is  unlawfully  exercising  a  franchise  in  this  State  and  is  exercising 
powers  not  conferred  upon  it  by  law;  that  each  of  the  individual  defendants 
has  been  and  is  now  engaged  in  carrying  on  the  business  of  fire  insurance 
through  such  corporations  in  the  manner  described,  and  that  the  defendants 
have  conspired  and  are  conspiring  to  carry  on  the  fire  insurance  business  as 
herein  set  forth,  without  license  and  without  complying  with  the  insurance 
laws  of  this  State.  To  this  bill  special  demurrers  were  filed  by  the  appel- 
lants and  other  defendants,  which  were  overruled,  and  appellants  electing  to 
stand  by  their  several  demurrers,  the  court  entered  the  decree  enjoining 
them,  and  each  of  them,  as  prayed.  As  to  the  other  defendants  than  the  ap- 
pellants, the  court  stayed  its  final  order  to  abide  the  result  of  the  appeal. 
From  the  decree  the  appeal  was  prosecuted  to  the  appellate  court  for  the 
First  district,  where  the  decree  of  the  circuit  court  of  Cook  county  was 
affirmed,  and  this  appeal  is  prosecuted. 
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'Appellants  challenge  the  sufficiency  of  the  bill  in  this  cause  mainly  upon 
grounds  going*  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  of  equity.  It  is  said  that 
•equity  has  no  jurisdiction  to  restrain  the  violation  of  a  penal  statute  or  the 
•commission  of  a  penal  offense  unconnected  with  injury  to  civil  rights  or 
property  rights,  and  that  the  proceeding  here  is  to  restrain  the  alleged  viola- 
tion of  a  penal  statute,  does  not  affect  civil  or  property  rights,  that  there  is 
an  adequate  remedy  at  lav,  that  the  bill  is  multifarious,  and  that  the  acts 
complained  of  are  not  violations  of  the  laws  of  this  State. 

We  may  be  better  able  to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  conclusion  by  briefly  con- 
sidering the  nature  of  the  business  involved  and  the  interests  relating  to  it, 
■and  under  which  the  appellee  claims  the  right  to  present  the  information 
here  in  question. 

The  business  of  insurance  is  the  outgrowth  of  time  and  the  demands  and 
necessities  of  the  public.  It  extends  into  and  covers  almost  every  branch  of 
business  and  all  the  relations  of  life,  and  is  applied  to  all  the  hazards  of 
'business  in  life  where  a  basis  of  risk  and  compensation  can  be  estimated.  In 
all  the  stages  of  life,  from  the  cradle  to  the  grave,  it  asserts  an  interest  and 
offers  succor  and  aid.  In  the  business  enterprises,  whether  by  land  or  sea; 
in  the  possessions  of  men,  from  a  pane  of  glass  to  the  mansion  or  the  factory; 
in  his  undertakings  involving  every  chance,  misfortune,  moral  turpitude  or  the 
^u;t  of  Grod,  it  demands  admission  and  promises  indemnity,  reward  or  gain. 
It  poses  as  the  faithful  and  zealous  trustee  of  his  earnings  and  savings,  and 
promises  to  the  widow  and  orphan  a  guaranty  against  misery  and  want.  It 
intercedes  between  principal  and  agent,  master  and  servant,  contractor  and 
owner,  and  insures  against  loss  from  almost  any  and  every  cause.  It  is  a 
public  necessity  that  deals  in  its  own  credit  for  a  cash  consideration  from 
the  assured,  and  is  stamped  with  public  interest,  and  must  yield  obedience 
to  necessary  and  proper  regulations  by  the  State  in  the  exercise  of  its  police 
power.  (Freund  on  Police  Power,  Sees.  373,  399,  400,  401,  494;  Commowealth 
V.  Vrooman,  164  Pa.,  321;  John  Hancock  Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co.  v.  Warren^  181  U. 
S.,  73;  Fidelity  Mutual  Life  Assn.  v.  Metier,  ,185  id.,  327.)  "Banking  and  insur- 
■ance  being  peculiarly  affected  with  the  public  interest,  it  follows  that  the 
right  to  carry  on  their  business  may  be  made  to  depend  upon  the  compliance 
vsrith  certain  conditions."     (Freund  on  Police  Power,  Sec.  401.) 

The  business  is  usually  conducted  by  corporations  that  are  creatures  of  the 
law  and  their  rights  and  immunities  are  to  be  found  in  the  law.  They  have 
no  natural  rights.  The  corporations  in  question  are  foreign  corporations.  In 
-speaking  of  such  corporations  and  the  extent  of  their  rights  it  is  said  in  Wat- 
ers-Pierce Oil  Co.  V.  Teocas,  177  U.  S.  28:  "The  plaintiff  in  error  is  a  foreign 
<5orporation  and  what  right  of  contracting  has  it  in  the  state  of  Texas?  This 
is  the  only  inquiry  and  it  cannot  find  an  answer  in  the  rights  of  natural  per- 
sons. It  can  only  find  an  answer  in  the  rights  of  corporations  and  the  power 
of  the  state  over  them.  What  these  rights  are  and  what  that  power  is  has 
often  been  declared  by  this  court.  A  corporation  is  the  creature  of  the 
law  and  none  of  its  powers  are  original.  They  are  precisely  what  the 
incorporating  act  has  made  them  and  can  only  be  exercised  in  the  man- 
ner which  that  act  authorizes.  In  other  words  the  state  prescribes  the 
purposes  of  a  corporation  and  the  means  of  executing  those  purposes.  The 
purposes  and  means  are  within  the  state's  control.  This  is  true  as  to 
-domestic  corporations.  It  has  even  a  broader  application  to  foreign  corpor- 
ations." This  language  was  quoted  and  applied  in  both  the  above  cases 
of  Johm  Hancock  Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co.  v.  Warren,  and  Fidelity  Mutual 
Life  Ass.  V.  Metier,  with  approval.  And  this  court  in  Harding  v.  Ameri- 
<xm  Glucose  Co.  182  111.  551  said  (p.  635):  "It  is  the  settled  doctrine  in  this 
State,  established  by  many  decisions  of  this  court,  that  foreign  corporations 
■do  not  come  into  this  State  as  a  matter  of  legal  right  but  only  by  comity, 
and  that  said  corporations  are  subject  to  the  same  restrictions  and  duties  as 
corporations  formed  in  this  State  and  have  no  other  or  greater  powers.  *  * 
*  Foreign  corporations  cannot  be  permitted  to  come  into  this  State  for  the 
purpose  of  asserting  rights  in  contravention  of  our  laws."  In  that  case  it 
was  also  said  (p.  616):  "The  public  policy  of  a  state  is  to  be  found  in  its 
statutes,  and  when  they  have  not  directly  spoken,  then  in  the  decisions  of 
the  courts  and  in  the  constant  practice  of  goverment  officials.  When  the 
legislature  speaks  upon  a  subject  upon  which  it  has  the  constitutional  power 
to  legislate,  public  policy  is  what  the  statute  passed  by  it  indicates." 
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The  public  policy  of  this  State  touching  insurance  companies  is  amply 
attested  by  over  40  designated  statutes  relating  to  them,  and  many  decisions 
of  its  courts  of  appeal.  Eighteen  of  those  acts  now  in  force  relate  solely  to 
fire  insurance — the  branch  of  that  business  herein  affected — and  several  of 
which  are  directly  applicable  to  and  are  for  the  regulation  of  the  business  of 
appellants  and  their  co-defendants.  Regulation  of  such  companies  is  the 
chief  object  of  all  of  such  statutes.  That  this  is  so  is  evidenced  alike  by  the 
title  of  the  acts  and  their  various  provisions.  It  may  be  that  one  of  the 
objects,  and  the  main  one,  of  so  regulating  these  corporations  is  the  protec- 
tion of  the  citizens  of  the  State.  But  this  is  not  the  only  object.  (People  v. 
Pavey,  151  111.  101.)  Appellants  are  foreign  corporations.  We  have  hundreds 
of  domestic  insurance  corporations  organized  under  our  law  doing  business  in 
this  and  other  states  and  hundreds  of  other  foreign  companies  licensed  under 
and  complying  with  the  laws  of  our  State  and  doing  business  within  the 
State,  and  the  State  is  concerned  in  the  maintenance  of  a  standard  of  secur 
ity  and  fair  dealing,  according  to  the  prescribed  regulations  for  all.  AH 
those  organized  under  our  laws  and  those  licensed  and  complying  with  our 
laws  are  in  a  sense  citizens  of  our  State  and  are  entitled  to  the  protection  of 
the  law  against  companies  doing  business  in  this  State,  contrary  to  its  laws, 
with  less  than  the  required  capital  and  so  managed  that  by  manipulation  and 
transfer  their  obligations  are  avoided  and  the  business  brought  into  ill 
repute. 

So  great  is  the  importance  of  the  insurance  business  that  there  has  been 
created  a  special  branch  of  the  government,  designated  "Insurance  Depart- 
ment of  the  State  of  lUinos,"  charged  with  the  execution  of  all  laws  of  the 
State  in  relation  thereto  and  the  companies  organized  or  doing  business  in 
the  State.  The  laws  governing  fire  insurance  companies  organized  in  this 
State  which  we  have  termed  "domestic,"  require  them  to  have  a  minimum 
of  cash  capital  of  $100,000.00  and  $200,000.00  of  bona  Jtde  subscribed  risks  be- 
fore beginning  business,  to  invest  their  money  in  the  manner  pointed  out  by 
law,  and  to  make  annual  reports  to  the  state  by  which  it  may  be  ascertained 
that  they  are  complying  with  the  regulations.  Foreign  companies  doing  like 
business  are  required,  under  penalty,  to  obtain  a  license  by  an  application, 
accompanied  by  a  copy  of  their  charter,  which  application  shall  contain  a  full 
and  detailed  history  of  said  company,  its  organization,  officers,  capital,  assets, 
investments  and  liabilities;  to  maintain  a  deposit  of  at  least  $200,000.00  in 
securities  with  the  insurance  department;  to  name  an  attorney  resident  of 
this  State  for  the  service  of  process  in  suits  against  them;  to  agree  that  their 
license  shall  be  revoked  if  any  suit  brought  against  them  is  removed  to  the  Fed- 
eral court,  and  to  pay  certain  fees.  They  are  required  to  make  annual  reports, 
the  same  as  domestic  companies,  and  in  the  transaction  of  their  business  are 
subject  to  the  same  regulations  as  companies  organized  under  the  laws  of 
this  State.  If  the  annual  statement  made  by  any  such  company,  whether 
domestic  or  foreign,  shall  be  false,  the  insurance  department  is  authorized  to 
revoke  the  certificate  of  authority  of  such  corporation  and  it  can  thereafter 
transact  no  business  until  the  requirements  are  complied  with.  Provision  is 
also  made  for  the  examination  into  the  books  and  affairs  of  said  companies, 
and  if  they  be  found  deficient  in  assets  or  violating  the  laws  in  other  respects, 
the  superintendent  of  insurance  may  proceed  against  them  through  the 
courts  and  have  them  and  their  business  closed. 

By  section  4  of  the  act  of  1879,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  better  regulation 
of  the  business  of  insurance  and  for  the  protection  of  the  citizens  of  this 
State,  in  their  dealings  with  insurance  companies,"  approved  June  4,  1879,  it 
is  provided:  "Any  such  incorporated  company,  association  or  partnership, 
which  shall  transact  its  business  in  this  State  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  together  with  the  agent  or  agents  so  unlawfully  transacting 
said  business  jointly  and  severally  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500)  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  the  name  of  the  People  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  by  the  State's  attorney  of  the  county  in  which  such  agent  or 
agents  may  reside,  and  one-half  of  said  penalty,  when  recovered  shall  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  county,  the  other  half  to  the  informer  of  such 
violation:  Provided,  however,  that  any  company,  whose  license  may  have 
been  revoked  as  aforesaid  shall  thereafter  be  permitted  to  transact  such  busi- 
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ness  as  may  be  absolutely  necessary  to  wind  up  its  business  in  this  State  and 
none  other:  Provided,  further,  that  nothing*  in  this  act  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  preyent  the  filing  of  an  information  in  the  nature  of  a  quo  war- 
ranto against  such  corporations  so  violating  the  proTisions  of  this  act/* 
{Kurd's  Stat.  1903,  chap.  73,  par.  34.) 

It  is  charged  in  the  information  or  bill  in  this  case  that  the  appellant  com- 
pany and  ite  co-defendant  companies  ha;ve  not  complied  with  any  of  the  re- 
quirements touching  foreign  companies  doing  business  in  this  State;  that 
they  have  no  license  to  do  business  in  chis  Stat^,  and  are  doing  business  con- 
trary to  the  laws  of  this  State  and  in  yiolation  of  the  section  of  the  statute 
above  quoted.  The  allegation  with  reference  to  the  character  of  business 
being  done  by  the  said  companies  is  ''that  each  of  said  corporations  above 
nsmed'does  business  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  in  the  county  of  Cook  aforesaid, 
maintain  an  agency,  and  that  such  agency  has  the  agents  above  named,  and 
others,  and  that  such  agents  are  now  and  for  a  long  time  have  been  empow- 
ered by  said  company  to,  and  such  agents  now  do  and  for  a  long  time  past 
have,  solicited  the  business  of  fire  insurance  for  said  company;  examined  ap- 
plications for  fire  insurance  for  the  said  company;  accepted  applications  for 
fire  insurance  for  said  company;  collected  premiums  on  said  insurance  for 
the  said  company;  made  contracts  of  fire  insurance  for  said  company;  issued 
policies  of  fire  insurance  for  said  company;  adjusted  losses  for  said  company; 
compromised  losses  for  said  company;  defended  suits  for  said  company;  paid 
losses  for  said  company;  employed  other  agents  for  said  company,  *  *  « 
and  performed  every  other  act  necessary  and  proper  for  the  carrying  on  of 
the  business  of  fire  insurance;  but,  so  far  as  your  orator  is  informed,  your 
orator  states  that  no  one  of  said  companies,  at  said  office  in  the  city  of  Chi- 
cago, aforesaid,  issues  policies  or  contracts  of  insurance  on  property  situated 
in  the  State  of  Illinois  or  solicits  insurance  on  property  situated  in  the  State 
of  Illinois. 

Appellants  take  the  position  that  the  various  statutes  regulating  these 
companies  are  desigfned  only  for  the  protection  of  the  citizens  of  this  State, 
and  then,  under  the  above  allegation,  assert  that  the  business  they  are  doing 
is  not  in  violation  of  the  statutes,  because,  it  is  said,  they  do  not  take  risks  on 
property  located  in  this  State.  It  is  further  said  that  the  allegation  is  not 
broad  enough  to  inchxde  the  charge  that  they  do  solicit  and  receive  business 
from  citizens  in  this  State.  With  this  construction  of  the  scope  of  the  allega- 
tion of  the  bill  we  do  not  agree.  It  is  said  in  the  bill  and  admitted  by  the 
demurrer  that  these  companies  do  everything  that  can  be  and  is  done  by 
insurance  companies  except  to  solicit  insurance  upon  property  having  its 
situs  in  this  State.  The  fact  that  residents  in  this  State  own  property  in 
other  states  is  of  such  common  knowledge  that  the  courts  must  take  notice 
of  it,  and  when  that  is  done,  the  allegation,  or  rather  the  exception  found  in 
the  allegfation,  that  they  do  not  solicit  insurance  on  property  located  in  this 
State,  does  not  take  from  the  gfeneral  allegation  the  charge  that  they  do 
solicit  insurance  from  citizens  in  this  State  on  property  possessed  by  them 
out  of  this  State. 

By  the  act  of  1893,  creating  the  department  of  insurance,  it  is  provided: 
''The  insurance  superintendent  shall  possess  and  have  all  the  powers,  and  he 
may  perform  all  the  duties  in  regard  to  the  business  of  insurance  in  this 
State,  which  are  now  attached  by  law  to  the  office  of  Auditor  of  Public  Ac- 
counts and  the  Attorney  General. *'  (Hurd's  Stat.  1903,  chap.  73,  par.  3.)  It 
follows,  then,  that  any  suit  or  proceeding  that  could  before,  or  can  now, 
without  that  provision  be  instituted  and  prosecuted  by  the  Attorney  General 
-can  be  maintained  by  the  superintendent  of  insurance. 

By  section  26  of  chapter  32  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  relating  to  corporations, 
"foreign  corporations,  and  the  officers  and  agents  thereof  doing  business  in 
this  State,  shall  be  subjected  to  all  the  liabilities,  restrictions  and  duties  that 
are  or  may  be  imposed  upon  corporations  of  like  character  organized  under 
the  general  laws  of  this  State." 

In  applying  the  statutes  governing  insurance  to  foreign  corporations  we 
have  said:  "The  purpose  of  our  statute  is  to  produce  uniformity  in  the 
powers,  liabilities,  duties  and  restrictions  of  foreign  and  domestic  corpora- 
tions of  like  character,  and  to  bring  them  all  under  the  influence  of  the  same 
law."    {People  v.  VanCleanje,  187  111.  125.)    And  in  Ha/tinibal  and  St.  Joseph 
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Railroad  Co.  v.  Crane,  102  ID.  249,  a  foreign  corporation  questioned  the  suf- 
ficiency of  service  on  its  agent.  Replying  to  that  contention  it  is  said  (p.  265): 
'^Section  26,  chapter  32,  Revised  Statutes  of  1874,  entitled  'Corporations,'  sub- 
jects foreign  corporations  to  all  of  the  liabilities,  restrictions  and  duties  that 
are  imposed  on  like  corporations  of  this  State.  One  of  the  liabilities. of  cor- 
porations organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State  is  to  be  sued  by  service  on 
an  officer  or  agent,  and  if  the  liability  of  foreign  bodies  is  in  all  respects  the 
same,  then  they  may  be  sued  and  served  with  process  in  the  same  manner." 

Applying  the  reasoning  there  to  the  case  before  us,  if  an  injunction  would 
lie  against  a  domestic  company  for  a  violation  of  the  insurance  statutes,  then 
foreign  companies,  being  subject  to  the  same  liabilities,  must  be  subject  to- 
the  same  kind  of  proceedings.  Authority  is  expressly  and  by  statute  con- 
ferred on  the  Auditor,  to  whose  powers  the  superintendent  of  insurance  suc- 
ceeds, if  he,  ''upon  examination  of  any  insurance  company  incorporated  in 
this  State,  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  insolvent,  or  that  its  condition  is  such  as 
to  render  its  further  continuance  in  business  hazardous  to  the  insured  therein, 
or  to  the  public,  or  that  it  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  rules,  restrictions  or 
conditions  provided  by  law,  or  has  exceeded,  or  is  exceeding  its  corporate 
powers,  he  shall  apply  by  petition  to  a  judge  of  any  circuit  court  of  this  State 
to  issue  an  injunction,  restraining  such  company,  in  whole  or  in  part,  from 
further  proceeding  with  its  business,  until  a  full  hearing  cfl-n  be  had,  or 
otherwise  as  he  may  direct.  *  *  *  He  [the  judge]  may  in  all  such  cases 
make  such  orders  and  decrees,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  exigencies  and  equi- 
ties of  the  case  may  require,  and  in  any  case,  after  a  full  hearing  of  all  the 
parties  interested,  may  dissolve,  modify  or  perpetuate  such  injunction,  and 
make  all  such  orders  and  decrees  as  may  be  needful  to  suspend,  restrain  or. 
prohibit  the  further  continuance  of  the  business  of  the  company."  (Kurd's 
Stat.  1903,  par.  11,  p.  1054.) 

Here,  as  applied  to  domestic  companies,  the  authority  is  broad  and  the 
power  of  the  court  sweeping,  and  no  reason  has  been,  and  we  think  none  can 
be,  suggested  why  the  appellants  are  not  subject  to  the  same  liabilities,  which 
here  means  the  same  remedy. 

We  do  not  agree  with  the  contention  that  before  the  State,  by  its  proper 
officer,  can  maintain  a  bill  such  as  this,  it  must  show  an  injury  to  civil  or 
property  rights.  The  rule  invoked  applies  to  the  private  citizen  who  seeks 
by  the  writ  to  prevent  a  public  wrong,  because  he  is  not  the  keeper  of  the 
public  conscience  or  the  conservator  of  the  public  rights.  (Christie  Street  Com- 
misfdon  Co.  v.  Board  of  Trade,  92  III.  App.  604;  Cranfard  y.  Tyrell,  128  N.  Y. 
3A1;  Sparhawky.  Union  Pass.  Co.  54  Pa.  St.  401;  High  on  Injunctions,  sec. 
1544.)  The  rule  is  well  illustrated  in  the  case  of  public  nuisances,  which  may 
be  prevented  or  abated  at  the  suit  of  the  Attorney  General  without  showing 
actual  injury  to  the  public,  the  case  of  purpresture  being  a  common  one, 
while  the  private  citizen  in  such  a  case  must  show  not  merely  that  the  act 
complained  of  is  a  public  wrong,  but  also  that  he  suffers  special  injury  to  his 
civil  or  property  rights.  (I  High  on  Injunctions, — 3d  ed. — sec  764.)  In  infor- 
mations by  the  Attorney  General  charging  the  violation  of  public  laws  by 
corporations  affected  with  a  public  interest,  injury  to  the  public  will  be  pre- 
sumed from  the  violations  of  the  law. 

We  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  bill  could  be  maintained  on  the  ground 
of  avoiding  multiplicity  of  suits.  As  it  is  attacked  on  the  ground  that  it  is 
multifarious,  and  the  consideration  of  this  proposition  would,  to  a  degree,  in- 
volve the  other,  we  will  consider  whether  it  is  multifarious. 

The  general  statement  of  the  rule  is,  if  the  bill  contains  several  matters  of 
a  distinct  and  independent  nature  against  several  defendants  it  is  multi- 
farious, otherwise  not.  (Oage  v.  Parlu^,  103  III.  528.)  To  the  general  rule,  it 
is  said,  a  bill  to  avoid  multiplicity  of  suits  is  an  exception.  (Story's  Eq.  PI. — 
10th  ed. — sec.  285.)  While  the  rule  above  stated  is  found  in  law  lexicons  and 
text  books,  the  courts  and  commentators  have  almost  uniformly  held  that 
there  is  no  inflexible  rule;  that  it  rests  largely  in  the  discretion  of  the  court, 
and  that  considerations  of  convenience  to  the  court,  the  avoidance  of  a  multi- 
plicity of  suits  and  of  unreasonable  hardship  to  the  several  parties  joined  are 
to  be  taken  into  account.  Baird  v.  Jackson,  98  111.  78;  Story's  Eq.  PI.  sec.  539; 
Dunn  V.  Cooper,  3  Md.  Ch.  46;  Barkis  v.  Gates,  89  Fed.  Rep.  783;  Andrews  v. 
Pratt,  44    Cal.  309;    German   Alliance  Ins.  Co.  v.  VanCleave,  191    111,  410.)     Al- 
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though  there  may  be  several  causes  of  action,  if  they  grow  ottt  of  the  same 
transaction  and  ail  the  defendants  are  interested  in  the  same  rights,  and  the 
relief  against  each  is  of  the  same  general  character,  the  bill  may  be  sus- 
tained; and  where  the  charge  is  conspiracy  and  combination  to  conmiit  one 
or  many  acts,  the  bill  is  not  multifarious  that  includes  all  the  conspirators 
and  relates  to  all  the  acts  within  the  general  scheme.  Brenkerhoff  v.  Brown, 
6  Johns,  Ch.  139;  Kensington  v.  White.  3  Price,  164. 

Touching  the  conspiracy  and  the  scheme  of  the  defendants  to  the  bill,  it  is 
alleged  that  the  individual  defendants  are  now,  and  have  for  a  long  time 
been,  engaged  in  transacting  the  business  of  fire  insurance  in  the  manner 
described,  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  through  the  several  corporations  above 
named  and  other  corporations  to  the  complainants  unknown;  that  said  in- 
dividual defendants  havfe'  from  time  to  time  incorporated  and  controlled  other 
corporations  in  the  business  of  fire  insurance,  and  have  from  time  to  time,  in 
order  to  avoid  payment  of  losses,  and  for  other  reasons,  changed  the  fire  in- 
surance business  controlled  by  them  from  one  corporation  to  another;  that 
each  of  the  defendant  corporations  and  its  officers  and  agents  have  conspired 
together  in  a  common  scheme  to  carry  on  the  fire  insurance  business  in  the 
manner  described  in  the  bill,  and  to  perpetuate  such  business  in  corporate 
form  under  the  control  of  and  for  the  advantage  of  the  officers  and  agents  of 
such  corporations  and  others  made  parties  to  the  bill,  and  that  the  individual 
defendants  and  combinations  of  said  individuals  control  a  large  number  of 
defendant  corporations  and  other  similar  corporations,  the  names  of  which 
are  unknown  to  the  complainant,  and  that  the  corporations  controlled  by 
them  have  conspired  together  and  been  parties  to  a  common  scheme  to  carry 
on  said  insurance  business  and  to  perpetuate  the  same  under  the  control  of 
and  for  the  advantage  of  the  individual  defendants;  that  in  case  the  defend- 
ant corporations,  or  any  of  them,  should  be  restrained  by  the  court  from  car- 
rying on  the  business,  the  individuals  interested  in  said  corporations  would 
continue  the  business  in  the  same  manner  under  some  other  corporate  charter 
or  charters,  and  that  the  only  effective  means  of  preventing  the  unlawful 
business  or  consumation  of  the  scheme  is  to  enjoin  both  the  corporations  and 
individuals;  that  there  are  other  corporations  not  named  in  the  bill,  and 
whose  names  are  unknown,  of  whom  the  allegations  are  true;  asks  for  a  dis- 
covery as  to  the  other  individual  conspirators  and  also  for  a  discovery  of  the 
other  corporations  concerned  in  the  scheme,  and  that  all  be  made  parties  to 
the  bill  and  writ. 

The  essence  of  the  charge  is  the  common  scheme  among  the  individual 
defendants  and  others,  and  the  officers  in  control  of  the  insurance  companies, 
to  violate  and  disregard  the  insurance  laws  of  the  State  and  to  defraud  per- 
sons obtaining  policies  from  them.  The  original  sin  is  not  more  with  the  in- 
surance companies  than  with  the  individual  defendants,  as  they  can  only  act 
by  their  agents.  They  are  the  instruments  and  means  by  which  the  schemes 
are  carried  out,  and  the  charge  is,  that  if  the  companies  are  enjoined  and  the 
individuals  not,  the  latter  will  organize  or  procure  other  companies  to  sub- 
serve their  ends.  The  relief  asked  against  all  is  the  same,  and  the  acts  com- 
plained of  are  all  part  of  the  common  plan,  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  bill  is  not  multifarious. 

The  case  of  Kensington  v.  White,  supra,  we  regard  as  directly  bearing  on 
this  feature  of  the  case.  That  was  a  bill  by  seventy-two  underwriters  to  re- 
strain several  actions  on  different  policies  upon  different  ships,  and  for  dis- 
covery. The  bill  charged  "that  the  adventure  on  which  the  policies  had  been 
effected  was  not  bona  fide.  *  »  «  but  was  contraband  and  illegal,  *  *  * 
and  that  the  whole  of  the  insurance  was  fraudulent  and  the  pretended  loss  a 
contrivance  for  the  purpose  of  charging  the  plaintiffs  with  the  amount  of 
their  subscriptions,"  and  that  one  of  the  underwriters,  White  was  "combin- 
ing with  the  other  defendants  to  the  bill  to  affect  the  illegal  object  charged," 
etc.  Defendants  demurred  to  the  bill  for  multifariousness.  The  demurer 
was  overruled  and  defendants  compelled  to  file  answers,  and  injunction  or- 
dered. 
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The  objection  that  to  entertain  the  bill  deprives  appellants  of  the  trial  by 
jury  ^aranteed  by  section  9  of  article  2  of  the  constitution  of  this  State  we 
regard  as  without  merit.  If  the  court  of  chancery  may  take  jurisdiction, 
then  the  guaranty  does  not  extend  to  causes  falling  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  equity.  The  only  issue  made  in  the  case  is  one  of  law,  and  issues  of  fact 
will  not  arise.     Attorney  General  v,  Railroad  Co.  35  Wis.  436. 

The  circuit  court  did  not  err  in  overrulling  the  demurrers,  and  the  Appel- 
late Court,  by  its  judgment,  properly  affirmed  the  decree. 

The  judgment  of  the  Appellate  Court  is  affirmed. 

Judgment  affirmed.
